Loan to Britain 


The United States loan to Britain, the 
largest ever granted by one country to an- 
other, has been approved by both houses 
of congress. The sum of $3,750,000,000, or 
its equivalent, has been placed at the dis- 
posal of the United Kingdom by a vote of 
219 to 155 in the house of representatives, 
the measure having already passed the 
Senate 


Satisfaction in Britain was tempered 


over the week-end by knowledge that the 
action was taken in the American chambers 
with rather notably poor grace. Many ob- 


servers in England were outspoken in their 


regret that it was necessary to accept the 
loan at all. 

It was quite clear that the consent of 
both senste and representatives was given 
through fear of Russia rather than love of 
Britain 

This point is exceedingly significant, not 
because the wounded feelings of the British 
Empire are of any great account, but be-

The prevention of inflation and econom- 
ic stability depend mostly on adequate pro- 
duction. They depend on legal controls. They 
depend also on a sense of public responsib- 
ility, an ability in the individual to think in 
terms of the general welfare.

But the real difficulty would be 
public opinion, The experience of 
he United States under the “noole 


experiment” of prohibition showed 


the impossibility of enforcing a 
law which did not have the éup- 
port of public opinion 
And in England in the 18th cent- 
y, it was discovered that a law, 
even if backed by public opinion, 
could not be effectively enforced 
if the penalties were more severe 
than public opinion warranted. In 
those days, the death penalty was 
imposed for the crime of stealing 
sheep, The result was that juries 
fused to bring in convictions, 
even when the evidence was over- 
whelming. Sheep stealers, instead 
of being given 12 months of hard 
labor. which might have deterred 
them, got off scot free and thereby 
to continue in their illicit business, 
It is only in Fascist, Communist 
and totalitarian countries, where 
public opinion, insofar as it exists, 
is manufactured by the govern- 


ment, that such severe penalties 
can be enforced In democratic 
countries governments only de- 
feat their own purposes if they 
try to achieve them by violence, 

If M. Farge can mobilize public 
opinion against the black market, 
he will have no need of the death 
penalty.
